Garrett found guilty of Tallapoosa killing

NEW MADRID - Arvin Junior Gar­ 
rett, also known as Jim Garrett, 29, of 
rural Gideon, was found guilty Wednes­ 
day of first-degree murder by a New 
Madrid County Circuit Court jury. 
Punishment of life imprisonment was 
fixed by the jury. 
Garrett is one of two men charged in 
the April 22 beating death of Ira H. 
Smith, 69, of Tallapoosa in an apparent 
robbery. Smith, who dealt in used car 
parts and scrap iron, was found about 7 
p.m. by his wife. He had been brutally 
beaten in his shop building located at the 
back of his home. 
He died from massive head injuries 
less than two hours later that night in 
Dunklin County Memorial Hospital in 
Kennett. 
Smith’s billfold containing 
several hundred dollars and personal 
papers was 
missing following 
the 
assault. 
David Thomas Frazier, 21, of Camp­ 
bell Route One, who is also charged with 
first-degree murder in the death, is in 
custody in Mississippi County where he 
is awaiting trial on a change of venue 
from New Madrid County. 
Both men and Connie Frazier Flowers, 
a 
sister of 
Frazier and Garrett’s 
girlfriend, were arrested on April 24 in a 
motel in Alice, Texas. Garrett and 


Frazier were returned to New Madrid 
County on April 28 after both waived ex­ 
tradition, and have remained in jail 
under $25,000 bond each. 
The verdict against 
Garrett was 
returned by the jury at 2:13 p.m. follow­ 
ing 45 minutes of deliberations. 
Nov. 8 has been set by Judge William 
L. Ragland, who presided during the four 
and a half-hour long trial, for a ruling on 
a motion for new trial by the defense. 
Should the motion be overruled, the 
defendant will then be formally sentenc­ 
ed on that date. 
To expedite the court proceedings, the 
12-member jury composed of 10 men and 
two women was chosen Tuesday after­ 
noon. 
Testimony began at 9:10 a.m. Wednes­ 
day and presentation of the state’s 
evidence was concluded at 10:44 a.m. by 
Prosecuting Attorney Hal E. Hunter, 
who called seven witnesses and entered 
11 exhibits of physical evidence. 
Among the exhibits were Garrett’s 
billfold, a signed written statement given 
by Connie Frazier Flowers, five pictures 
of Garrett’s car, a $100 bill, a piece of 
channel iron identified as the murder 
weapon, Garrett’s Missouri 
driver’s 
license and a signed written statement 
given by Garrett. 
The accused, who was the only person 


to testify in defense against the murder 
charge, failed to convince the jury with 
his version of the crime. Claiming 
Frazier committed the beating, Garrett 
told the jury that he was surprised and 
shocked at Frazier beating Smith. Gar­ 
rett testified after Frazier beat Smith, he 
was scared of Frazier and he reacted out 
of fear for his life and for that of his 
girlfriend. 
The first witness for the state was Dr. 
Paul C. Miltenberger, a Kennett physi­ 
cian and surgeon who assisted in treating 
Smith in the emergency room at the 
hospital. He said Smith was in critical 
condition and that he was bleeding from 
the nose, both ears and had a deep 
laceration on the right side of his head. 
According to the doctor, Smith died 
from an injury to his brain caused by a 
blow on the head. 
Dr. Miltenberger stated, on cross ex­ 
amination by the defense counsel Public 
Defender Blair Buckley, that no autopsy 
had been performed so far as he knew. 
He agreed that a pathologist would have 
the final judgment concerning the cause 
of death. The doctor said that the type of 
blow on the side of the head, the type of 
bleeding and Smith’s unconsciousness, 
that it seemed he died from a head in­ 
jury, but concluded other possibilities 
could not be excluded. 


Mrs. Ira (Wilma) Smith, wife of the 
deceased, identified Garrett as the man 
who had come to their house and asked 
her husband if he had any tires. She said 
her husband went to the shed to show 
Garrett that he didn’t have any tires fit 
for the road. Mrs. Smith stated she saw a 
white-looking car leave, but couldn’t 
describe the make or model. 
After the car left and Smith didn’t 
return to the house, she said she went on 
the porch and called him twice. She then 
went to the shed where she said she saw 
him laying between the tables. 
Mrs. Smith testified that Smith had 
some money on him, but couldn’t say ex­ 
actly how much. “I know he had a right 
smart amount. He generally kept over 
$600 at a time, but after that he would put 
it away.” 
The Flowers woman testified she was 
with Garrett and her brother, David 
Frazier, when they stopped at Smith’s 
house. She said Garrett stated before 
they went that he was going to buy some 
tires. Asked if Garrett had made any 
statement about getting money, she said 
she didn’t remember and said she 
couldn’t remember what she told in her 
statement made in Texas. 
Her testimony confirmed that Garrett 
went to the door and that he and Smith 
went to the shed. She said her brother got 


out of the car and went to the shed but she 
stayed in the car. She claimed she didn’t 
know what they were going to do, adding 
they had talked crazy for two or three 
days before then, pnd that G arrett said 
he wouldn’t do anything, claiming he was 
“cutting up” . 
Mrs. Flowers said when G arrett and 
Frazier came out of the shed she didn’t 
see anything in their hands. When they 
started for Texas, they handed her some 
money and told her to count it. There was 
a few tens, fives, 20s and one $100 bill, she 
said. She identified G arrett’s billfold and 
upon examination, she said it contained a 
$100 bill, some 20s, tens and ones. 
She stated after they got to Texas she 
had called back her sister-in-law, but 
didn’t talk to her and left a number for 
her to call. 
On cross examination Mrs. Flowers 
was asked if G arrett’s billfold wasn't on 
the dash of the car while G arrett and her 
brother were together in the shop, but 
she said she didn’t remember. She then 
stated there was a billfold on the dash but 
she didn’t know if it was G arrett’s or not. 
She said she remembered that a billfold 
had been thrown out of the window of the 
car as they drove near the floodway 
ditch. 
On re-direct examination she said she 
intended to m arry Garrett “ when his 
divorce is final and he gets out of this 
mess ’; Hunter handed her a statement 
which she signed in Texas on April 26. He 
called her attention to that part of the 
statement reading “Jim said I am pretty 
sure we killed the old m an.” Mrs. 


Flowers then said she wasn’t sure 
whether he used the term we, he or I. 
She admitted they were in Garrett’s 
car, that he was driving and that they 
went to Texas, but didn’t stop or notify of­ 
ficers on the way or after they got there, 
stating they were too scared. 
She identified photographs as pictures 
of G arrett’s car and that it was the car 
they went to Texas in, and was the car 
which they were in at Smith’s house. 
Mrs. Flowers testified they had a .22 
caliber automatic rifle that was wrapped 
in a blanket laying down in the floor­ 
board of the car. 
Brenda Sue Frazier of Campbell, wife 
of Donnie Frazier and a sister-in-law of 
Connie Frazier Flowers and David 
Frazier, said she had seen Garrett on 
Friday (the day of the killing) and stated 
“he was talking about robbing a guy.” 
She said she had given a statement to 
the officers that Garrett had said he was 
going to rob an old man at Tallapoosa 
and go to McAllen, Texas, adding that 
she was present when G arrett made the 
statement. 
She told the defense attorney that she 
never heard David Frazier talk about 
robbing an old man. 
Doyle E. Webb of Tallapoosa, who lives 
less than a half mile from the Smiths, 
testified he visited Smith often and had 
visited with him shortly prior to his 
death. He said Smith carried large sums 
of money and that he had been in Smith’s 
shop a few days before his death when

The books have now been closed. Lockheed and the 
government’s Emergency Loan Guarantee Board have 
now agreed to terminate the loan because of the com­ 
pany’s improved financial position. 
The best part of this news is that not only did the board 
not have to advance a single nickel under the guarantee 
during the past six years, it earned $31 million in fees 
from Lockheed’s bankers. 
It did not look like a good policy then, and it does not 
now, for the government to get in the habit of rescuing 
private companies from the consequences of their own 
mismanagement or the perils of the marketplace. But 
obviously, the government hasn’t, and the Lockheed loan 
guarantee really was the special caese the Nixon ad­ 
ministration said it was. 
Lockheed Corp. — the "Aircraft" was dropped at a 
September stockholders’ meeting, the first such since 
19® — isn’t out of the woods yet. It still has debts of more 
than $600 million and its creditors, although confident of 
its ability to repay them, won’t let Lockheed declare a 
dividend.

There is no evidence that 
Eastland intervened in any 
way.

Lockheed and the 
government’s Emergency Loan Guarantee Board have 
now agreed to terminate the loan because of the com­ 
pany ’s improved financial position. 
The best part of this news is that not only did the board 
not have to advance a single nickel under the guarantee 
during the past six years, it earned $31 million in fees 
from Lockheed’s bankers. 
It did not look like a good policy then, and it does not 
now, for the government to get in the habit of rescuing 
private companies from the consequences of their own 
mismanagement or the perils of the marketplace. But 
obviously, the government hasn’t, and the Lockheed loan 
guarantee really was the special caese the Nixon ad­ 
ministration said it was. 
Lockheed Corp. — the “Aircraft” was dropped at a 
September stockholders’ meeting, the first such since 
1968 — isn’t out erf the woods yet. It still has debts of more 
than $600 million and its creditors, although confident of 
its ability to repay them, won’t let Lockheed declare a 
dividend.

But there’s no doubt 
the invitees have gotten the

NEW YORK (AP) - Norm 
Drucker, the National Basket­ 
ball Association’s new super­ 
visor of officials, says he 
favors using three-man crews 
to referee NBA games. 
"The way the game of pro­ 
fessional basketball has 
changed, it really behooves 
the league to take a hard look 
at it this year,” Drucker said 
of the switch from two 
referees a game to three, 
something a few college con­ 
ferences will be experimen­ 


ting with this season but which 
has never been tried by the 
NBA. 
"The game has speeded 
itself up, but the referees 
haven’t kept pace. Football 
went from two or three of­ 
ficials to six. Baseball started 
with two, then went to three, 
now has four and in the World 
Series has six. Basketball is 
getting to that point. 
"I like three-man crews 
from a technical standpoint,” 
Drucker added in an interview 


at NBA headquarters here. 
"It’s easier to cover the com­ 
plete floor. There would be 
other problem s — per­ 
sonalities and things of that 
nature — but I think over-all, 
for getting the best job done, 
three referees would help.” 
Drucker, who joined the 
NBA as a referee a quarter- 
century ago and last month 
succeeded the retired John 
Nucatola as supervisor of of­ 
ficials, says he also favors 


some sort of no foul-out rule. 
"th e no foul-out rule in the 
ABA was my idea,” said 
Drucker, who refereed for 
seven years in the American 
Basketball Association — also 
doubled as supervisor of of­ 
ficials part of that time — 
before rejoining the NBA last 
year. 
Under the present NBA rule, 
a player must leave the game 
after committing his sixth per­ 
sonal foul. In the ABA, if a 


player committed six fouls he 
was permitted to remain in 
the game, but after each 
subsequent, foul he committed, 
the other team received 
possession of the bali as well 
as its free throws. 
“I think that penalty is too 
severe,” said Drucker. "That 
could mean a five or six-point 
play, 
and not too many 
coaches are going to keep a 
p la y e r in under those 
conditions. 


"There’s a school that 
thinks if a player is that poor 
and fouls that much, he should 
be penalized. I really don’t 
think so. I think whether he 
plays or not should be a 


coach’s decision. It’s like say­ 
ing if a shortstop makes four 
errors, he has to leave the 
game. If he’s making four er­ 
rors, he’s hurting his team, 
and it’s the m anager’s 
problem.”

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Best of Families’ ito begin on public TV 
Hallahan ’s whodunit is nicely spun 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
“The Boat of Families,” a 
much-publicized, eight-part 
series, premieres on public TV 
tonight in most areas. The 
soles covers the period 1880- 
1880 and is set in New York 
City. 
Taped in that hamlet, it uses 
three fictional families 
representing the upper, mid­ 
dle and lower classes to il­ 
lustrate an era of profound 
c h a n g e in A m e r i c a 's 
technology, politics and 
society. 
It was made by the 
C h i ld r e n ’s T ele v isio n 
Workshop, which says the pro­ 
ject cost 86,150,000. Seems 


high, considering that IS 
episodes of "Six Million Dollar 
Man” would total about $5.3 
million. 
But "Families,” whose cost­ 
ly, meticulously researched 
costumes and sets were 
created from scratch, isn’t in­ 
tended as throwaway pop 
entertainment. It aims at 
edu c atin g as well as 
entertaining. 
Indeed, 14 advisers, mainly 
historians, worked on it, as did 
a full-time team of six resear­ 
chers. And the noted actor 
John Houseman was hired to 
host it, to explain each 
chapter’s significance. 
All this care is mighty 


admirable. 
But honest to Pete, the first 
half of tonight’s two-hour 
opener struck me as so deadly 
dull it seemed wise to skip 
Hour Two, lest that one cause 
the mortal sin of snoring in the 
screening room. 
Loring Mandel, one of six 
writers doing various episodes 
of the series, wrote the 
premiere, which wanders 
back and forth from family to 
family, introducing them and 
getting their crises under way. 
Our lower-class folks are the 
devoutly Catholic Raffertys. 
The clan’s head and his two 
grown sons are barely making 
ends meet as laborers on a 


building project. Suddenly it 
goes bust, and they’re out of 
work. 
The upper class is the 
Wheeler family. It also runs 
into fiscal woe — but only 
because the head of the family 
disregards his banker’s ad­ 
vice to sell his stock in a 
railroad which now is in 
bankruptcy. 
The in-between set is 
represented by the Baldwins 
and am b itio u s J a m e s 
Lathrop. He’s a young 
engineer-architect who, like 
the Rafferty men, is thrown 
out of work by the collapse of 
the building project. 
He seeks help from his 


middle-class minister, Dr. 
Frederick Baldwin, who is 
plugged into New York’s Pro­ 
testant power structure. The 
reverend also has a comely 
daughter, a Vassar graduate. 
She catches Lathrop’s eye in 
church, setting the stage for 
wooing and wedding. 


The show opens on a promis­ 
ing note — the opening of an 
Irish saloon. 
It also has at equally impor­ 
tant aspects of New York life 
in 1880 — Tammany Hall 
power, Irish politics mid the 
start of what men now call 
women’s lib. It could have pro- 
ved rich historical drama. 


CATCH ME: KILL ME. By 
William H. Hallahan. Bobbs- 
MerrUl. »5 Pages. $7.95. 
As thrillers go, “Catch Me: 
Kill Me” is - with one ex­ 
ception — pretty good stum 
It starts out simply enough: 
“Boris Kotlikoff was last seen 
by his associates at 11:10 in the 
morning.” Kotlikoff is a top 
Russian poet. Or he used to be. 
While in Rome with a Russian 
cultural mission, he took off 
and found asylum in the United 
States. Now he has been kid­ 
napped by a band of men while 
standing in a New York subway 
station. 
Whodunit? 
One person who wants to 
know is a U.S. Immigration of­ 


ficer named Leary. Another is 
a 
sinister 
government 
in­ 
telligence figure named Geller. 
Geller hires Brewer — a for­ 
mer intelligence agent forced to 
retire early because of a fatal 
indiscretion — to find Kotlikoff. 
At the same time he warns 
Leary off the case. Why? 
Ignoring the warning, Leary 
continues to search. So does 
Brewer. Neither knows about 
the other. William H. Hallahan 
does an excellent job of cutting 
back from Leary to Brewer as 
they both move nearer and nea­ 
rer to the man they are seek­ 
ing. And things get curiouser 
and curiouser. 
Leary stumbles upon an in­ 
ternational ring devoted to 


I smuggling Jews out of Russia. 
The discovery leads to violent 
death for one of the ring mem­ 
bers who makes the mistake of 
talking overly much to Leary. 
Another puzzle. Who killed 
him? Leary sets out to find that 
out also. Brewer, meanwhile, 
recruits a wino with peculiar 
talents to help him in his hunt, 
and Hallahan does a fine job of 
describing the seamier sides of 
life in New York City as Brew­ 
er and the wino move through 
the city’s less savory areas.

‘Best of Families’ ;to begin on public TV 
Hallahan's whodunit is nicely spun

much-publicized, 
eight-part 
series, premieres on public TV 
tonight in most areas. The 
series covers the period 1880- 
1900 and is set in New York 
City. 
Taped in that hamlet, it uses

representing the upper, mid­ 
dle and lower classes to il­ 
lustrate an era of profound 
c h a n g e 
in 
A m e r i c a ’s 
tech n ology, 
politics 
and 
society. 
It 
w a s 
m a d e 
by 
the 
C h i l d r e n ' s 
T e l e v i s i o n 
Workshop, which says the pro­ 
ject cost $6.150,000. Seems 


high, 
considering 
that 
13 
episodes of “Six Million Dollar 
Man” would total about $5.3 
million. 
But “Families,” whose cost­ 
ly, meticulously researched 
costum es 
and 
sets 
w ere 
created from scratch, isn’t in­ 
tended 
as 
throwaway 
pop 
entertainment. 
It 
aims 
at 
e d u c a t i n g 
as 
w e l l 
as 
entertaining. 
Indeed. 14 advisers, mainly 
historians, worked on it, as did 
a full-time team of six resear­ 
chers. And the noted actor 
John Houseman was hired to 
host 
it, 
to 
explain 
each 
chapter’s significance. 
All 
this care is 
mighty 


admirable. 
But honest to Pete, the first 
half 
of 
tonight’s 
two-hour 
opener struck me as so deadly 
dull it seemed wise to skip 
Hour Two, lest that one cause 
the mortal sin of snoring in the 
screening room. 
Loring Mandel, one of six 
writers doing various episodes 
of 
the 
series, 
wrote 
the 
prem iere, 
which 
wanders 
back and forth from family to 
family, introducing them and 
getting their crises under way. 
Our lower-class folks are the 
devoutly Catholic Raffertys. 
The clan’s head and his two 
grown sons are barely making 
ends meet as laborers on a 


building project. Suddenly it 
goes bust, and they're out of 
work. 
The 
upper 
class 
is 
the 
Wheeler family. It also runs 
into fiscal woe — but only 
because the head of the family 
disregards his banker’s ad­ 
vice to sell his stock in a 
railroad 
which 
now 
is 
in 
bankruptcy. 
The 
in-between 
set 
is 
represented by the Baldwins 
and 
a m b i t i o u s 
J a m e s 
Lathrop. 
H e ’s 
a 
young 
engineer-architect who, like 
the Rafferty men, is thrown 
out of work by the collapse of 
the building project. 
He seeks help from his 


middle-class 
minister, 
Dr. 
Frederick Baldwin, who is 
plugged into New York’s Pro­ 
testant power structure. The 
reverend also has a comely 
daughter, a Vassar graduate. 
She catches Lathrop’s eye in 
church, setting the stage for 
wooing and wedding. 


The show opens on a promis­ 
ing note — the opening of an 
Irish saloon. 
It also has at equally impor­ 
tant aspects of New York life 
in 
1880 — Tammany Hall 
power, Irish politics and the 
start of what men now call 
women’s lib. It could have pro­ 
ved rich historical drama.

Kill Me” is — with one ex­ 
ception — pretty good stuff.
